This brotherhood \vlll bo founded 
upon tho revolution which Is sweeping 
through every country on the globe, 
iind which is working Itself out through 
the war. from tho elTects of which no 
nation can escape, 
Korean this movement for thobroth- 
<^rhood of man be retarded by petty 
Imtes and spites or by tho 'ambitions 
jind Intrigues of kings and cabinets and 
tho heartless machinations of con­ 
temptuous politicians. 
For hundreds of years the race of 
tnen has been getting reatly for this 
world brotherhood. 
And all the signs 
point toward tho fulilllment of the 
tioblo Ideals which has been vaguely,

That people who waste food are as 
bad as those ^Yho overeat, was tho as­ 
sertion mado to Camp Fire girls by 
Dr. Luther Oullck, national president, 
Doctor Oullck continued: 
“Wo should look upon such persons 
who are willing as hosts to take the 
best of the food on tho table, leaving 
our guests, the allies, to get anything 
they can, as disloyal to our country,” 
The list of suggestions for patriotic 
manners follows: 
Save and use ev­ 
ery scrap of bread or other wheat 
product; use meat or eggs but once 
a day; use all left-over bits of moat 
and bones for soup, stews and hashes; 
use corn in place of wheat to a consid­ 
erable extent; buy only the food you 
need; clean out all bread and cake 
bowls and dishes used for cooking 
cereals with a spatula; scrub the po­ 
tatoes and eat the skins; do not have 
many things to cat at one meal; have 
only two courses at m eals; use rice 
Instead of potatoes; use rice water 
for soups; spaghetti and macaroni take 
the place of potatoes; use the less ex­ 
pensive and more nourishing cuts of 
meat; use little butter; leave no scraps 
on your plate; don’t help yourself to 
more than you can eat; when serving 
food make the portions sm all; use veg­ 
etables which you have raised yourself 
in your own garden; can all fruits for 
yourself; in the fall gather all edible 
nuts.

Soldier Gives Trouble. 


Seven soldiers from the Gettysburg can- 


tonment, under the leadership of Private 
Lloyd Hayes, of Co. A, 4th Infantry, 
caused considerable excitement in Mc- 
Sherrystown and Hanover on Friday ev- 
ening. About 9 o'clock, the soldiers it is 
said, entered the Colonnade Hotel bar 
room, in McSherrys^own, and -"took 
charge of the drinks," Hayes intimidating 
the bar-keeper and those in the room by 
flourishing a knife. They then cleaned 
up what whiskey they desired, and left. 
A warrant was sworn out for Hayes' ar- 
rest and Constable Dougherty was sent 
after tbe offenders, and he followed them 
to Hanover. On Center Square, Officer 
Dougherty attempted to arrest Hayet, 
who resisted, and Chief of Police Smeach 
and Officer Berkheimer assisted Dougher- 
ty. In the mix-up which followed, Hayes 
bit both Dougherty and Berkheimer on- 
the arms and tore their coats. Some-one 
then struck the soldier on the left eye, 
causing a cut both above and below that 
member. Tbe offender was taken to the 
lock-up, and Chief Smeach tried to com- 
municate with one of the commanding 
officers at the Gettysburg camp, but failed. 
In the meantime a Sergeant from the 
camp who was in Hanover, volunteered 
to take charge of the prisoner and take 
him to the guard-house at the camp. 
While Hayes was confined in the lock-up, 
some of bis comrades, raw recruits, and 
Sergeant Houser, of the Hanover recruit- 
ing office, it is alleged, tried to start a riot, 
declaring that they would tear down the 
building to get him out. They, however, 
were calmed by some of the men who had 
been in the service for some time and are 
accustomed to wearing the uniform with 
dignity.

World Developments are Bringing About 


Revolution in Public Education 


By WILLIAM L CHENERY 


In the United States no national policy of education exists. If the 


man in the street were halted suddenly and his opinion were demanded, 
he would probably reply that education is very important 
Then, after 


an embarrassing silence, the subject would be dismissed. Yet in no other 
country does education receive a greater emphasis. 


Schools with us, however, are matters of local initiative. If the loctl 


board of education is wise, the schools will tend to be good. But the 
schools vary in every district. The state and the nation exercise rela- 
tively feeble control over education. Public opinion is more pervasive. 
There is a subconscious competition between localities, supported by the 
general feeling that "education is very important." That, however, is 
nearly as much as can be said. 


Public education is, however, in the midst of a revolution. We have 


always known, or rather asserted, that the success of self-government 
depends on universal education. Now we are getting fresh emphasis on 
our creed from other sources. Russia, correspondents have said, is so 
busy learning that at intervals it seems to have no energy for doing. Eng- 
land, which appears to be getting its democracy less dramatically, but 
perhaps not less thoroughly, is having a new revival of learning. 


Among the practical measures discussed in England, "first and fore- 


most is the need for more teachers, and better, and for a substantial 
advance in the status and remuneration of what ought to be regarded as 
a single but highly differentiated pedagogical service, from the kinder- 
garten mistress to the regius professor." 


The nation must create better facilities for training teachers, and it 


should nationalize the system of private scholarships in order to increase 
the number of young people for whom higher education is feasible. 
Twenty-five thousand national scholarships are suggested as a beginning. 
The end and purpose of this would be to give a free choice of professions 
to all able and willing to take the training. 


Large ideas, these, but they are at the basis of a genuinely democratic 


system of education.

The largest organ in the world is 


now being built for the new cathedral 
at Liverpool, It is the gift of Mrs. 
James Barrow of Waterloo, near Liver- 
pool. Started in January, 1913, it was 
to tako four years to complete. Says 
London Tld-Bits: 


This organ will have five manuals, 


107 speaking stops, and 215 draw stop 
knobs, and a total of 10,.">07 pipes. Tho 
action itself will bo electro-pneumatic 
and tubular-pneumatic on the Willis 
system. Tho keys will be laid with 
hea\y plates of ivory without surface 
joints and the key frames will be of 
ebony. Tho music dosk, draw stop and 
pedal jambs of console will bo made1 


of roM>w ood and tho pedal board will 
be made of teak. The four tromulaiits 
will be rather unique, inasmuch as the 
player will be able to regulate tho 
rapidity of tho vibrato at will by moans 
of a pedal. Tho_blowlng will bo done 
by seven separate installations and 
each separuN- installation will be elec- 
trically blowh, and the speed will be 
automatically controlled by the rise 
and fall of tho main reservoir.

GIVE CANNING 


A FAIR TRIAL 


"Don't judge the success of canning 


by your first effort 
with whatever 


product you happen to find in market 
when you begin operations," says a 
.statement just issued by the United 
States department of agriculture. 
"It 


is more than likely that if you were a 
beginner at canning you started with 
strawberries, the first fruit available. 
If you did you should realize that 
strawberries are one of the most dif- 
ficult of all products to can satisfac- 
torily. It is next to impossible, in fact, 
to can this fruit, as distinguished from 
preserving it (in which case a much 
larger proportion of sugar is used), so 
that its color, size, and texture will be 
preserved. 


"It is normal, if ordinary canning 


practices are followed, to have straw- 
berries shrink, turn more or less brown, 
and float to the top»of the jars. The 
product is palatable, however, and will 
keep perfectly if the sterilization has 
been done properly. 


"Don't 
feel, therefore, that your 


strawberry canning is a failure. Above 
all, don't become discouraged and fear 
that all your canning will be unsatis- 
factory. 
Practically every vegetable 


and fruit worth canning may be canned 
and kept in a condition fairly compar-

In the Uuitud States no iiatioiial policy of uducalion exists.

Yet in no other 
country does education receive a greater emphasis. 
Schools with us, however, are matters of local initiative. If the local 
board of education is wise, the schools \yill tend to be good. 
But the 
schools vary in every district. 
The state and the nation exercise rela­ 
tively feeble control over education. 
Public opinion is more pervasive. 
There is a subconscious competition between localities, supported by ihe 
general feeling that ^^education is very important.^^ 
That, however, is 
nearly as much as can be said. 
Public education is, however, in the midst of a revolution. Wc have 
always known, or rather asserted, that the success of self-government 
depends on universal education. 
Now we are getting fresh emphasis on 
our creed from other sources. 
Bussia, correspondents have said, is so 
busy learning that at intervals it seems to have no energy for doing. Eng­ 
land, which appears to bo getting its democracy less dramatically, but 
perhaps not less thoroughly, is having a new revival of learning. 
Among the practical measures discussed in England, ^^first and fore­ 
most is the need for more teachers, and better, and for a substantial 
advance in the status and remuneration of what ought to be regarded as 
a single but highly diíTerentiated pedagogical service, from the kind.er- 
garten mistress to the regius professor.’^ 
The nation must create better facilities for training teachers, and it 
should nationalize the system of private scholarships in order to increase 
the number of young people for whom higher education is feasible, 
^rwenty-five thousand national scholarships are suggested as a beginning. 
The end and purpose of this would be to give a free choice of professions 
Lo all able and willing to take the training. 
Large ideas, these, but they are at the basis of a genuinely democratic 
system of education.

World’s Largest Organ, In 
Great Einglish Cathedral, 
Is to Have 10,567 Pipes. 


The largest organ in the world is 
now being built for the new cathedral 
at Liverpool, 
It is the gift of Mrs, 
James Barrow of Waterloo, near Liver­ 
pool. 
Started in January, 1913, it was 
to take four years to complete. 
Says 
London Tid-Blts: 
This organ will have five manuals, 
107 speaking stops, and 215 draw* stop 
knobs, and a total of 10,51^7 pipes. The 
action itself will be electro-pneumatic 
and tubular-pneumatic on the Willis 
system. 
The keys will be laid with 
heavy plates of ivory without surface 
joints and the key frames will be of 
ebony. 
The music desk, draw stop and 
pedal jambs of c o n s t) le will be made 
of rosewood and the pedal board will 
be made of teak. 
The four tremulants 
will be rather unique, inasmuch as the 
player will be al)le to regulate the 
rai)idity of the vibrati) at will by means 
of a pedal. 
T l^blow ing will be (lone 
by seven separate installations and 
each separati* installation will be elec­ 
trically blowia, and the speed will be 
automaticall^V controlled by the rise 
and fall of the main reservoir. 
The 
starting and stopping will be easily ac- 
comi)lished at the console by simply 
pressing three sets of push buttons. 
Now. probably most people will think 
thai the organ will be altogether too 
large, but whi*n the size of the cathe­ 
dral is lakeii i nto »nashleratlim, it will

statement just issued by the United 
States department of agriculture. 
“It 
is more than likely that if you W’ere a 
beginner at canning you started with 
strawberries, the fii*iit fruit available. 
If you did you should realize that 
strawberries are one of the most dif­ 
ficult of all products to can satisfac­ 
torily. It Is next to impossible, in fact, 
to can this fruit, as distinguished from 
preserving it (in which case a much 
larger proportion"of sugar is used), so 
that Its color, size, aiid texture will bo 
preserved. 
“It is normal, if ordinary canning 
practices are followed, to have straw­ 
berries shrink, turn more or less brown, 
and fioat to the toj^of the jars. 
The 
product is palatable, however, and will 
keep perfectly if the sterilization has 
been done properly. 
“Don’t feel, 
therefore, 
that your 
strawberry canning is a failure. Above 
all, don’t become discouraged and fear 
that all your canning will be unsatis­ 
factory. 
Practically every vegetable 
and fruit worth canning may be canned 
and kept In a condition fairly compai*-

Old Landmark Destroyed. 


An ancient landmark that dated hack

On a large date stone set in the 
gable end of the house was chiseled the 
names of Samuel and Abraham Kinseley 
and wife, the builders of the house, 128 
years ago. At the present time it is own 
ed by J. L. McCleary, a Dillsburg baker. 
When it was burned down it was occu- 
pied by Mr. and Mrs. Ellsworth Arnold 
Tuesday a slight fire broke out in the 
house but this it is thoaght, had been ex* 
tinguished. That night the family re* 
tired as usual and about 3 o'clock on 
Wednesday morning were awakened by 
a sharp clap of thunder to find the entire 
second story in flames. The fire consum- 
ed everything except the walls. Mr. 
McCleary may make an effort to restore 
the building.

PRESSURE OF STUMBLE FELT 


Army Men Want Joffre Back at the 


Front—"Morale" the Problem That 


Is Confronting the Foreign 


Belligerents — How the 


Censorship Works. 


By LINCOLN EYRE. 


(Correspondent of the New York World ) 


Paris.—A few minutes before the 


special train bringing General Pershlng 
and his staff from Boulogne rolled In- 
to the Gare du Nord the other day a 
trainload 
of 
"permissionaires"—sol- 


diers on leave from the front—arrived 
at the same station. 
The "poilus," 


leaning out of their dusty third class 
coaches, 
caught sight of 
Marshal 


Joffre standing on the platform wait- 
ing, 
with M. Ribot, the premier; M. 


Viviani, minister of justice, and other 
dignitaries, to \\elcome the American 
commander in chief to the capital. 


"Vive Joffre!" shrieked a "permis- 


sionaire," and the cry was taken up 
all along the line of dense-packed 
cars. 


"It's 
he who spared our lives in 


useless attacks," shouted a bronzed, 
bearded veteran, "we want Joftre back 
at the front!" 


"Yes, 
yes," yelled his companion's, 


"We want Joffre, who doesn't waste 
our lives! Give us Joffre!" 


The Problem of Morale. 


Fortunately the cry, \\hich could 


not have failed to reach the ears of 
the prime minister as well "as the mar- 
shal, died away in the excitement of 
General Pershing's arrival. To those 
who had heard, however, and who are 
aware of the situation on the front and 
In the interior »f France today, its sig- 
nificance was not lost. To me it meant 
that after almost three .\ears of in- 
cessant 
slaughter, the "poilu" has 


learned to distinguish very clearly be- 
tween leaders who sacrifice their men 
uselessly and those who, like the victor 
of the Marne, never make a move with- 
out counting the possible cost in lives. 


It was, moreover, another bit of evi- 


dence that there is no more important 
problem among all those at present 
confronting 
belligerent 
governments 


than that of "morale." The spirits of 
the men in the trenches, as well as of 
their wives, sisters, sweethearts, pa- 
rents In the rear, must be kept up to 
the mark. Every day increases the 
strain upon soldiers and civilians in 
war-harassed 
nations. 
Tight-strung 


nerves are spanning apart evorj where 


i in the cities and villages, far 
from 


the ring line, as much as in the /one 
of the armies. That is why the coin 
ing of Pershing and bis division is of 
such Immeasurable value in the never- 
ceasing propaganda going on over all 
France to maintain at the necessary 
level France's determination to win 
the war. 


American officers, who have sensed 


this insistence upon the greatness ot 
the aid to be provided by the United 
States are a bit fearful that expecta- 
tions difficult of realization will he 
aroused among the French army and 
people. They know the obstacles that 
lie in the way of immediate military 
co-operation on a grand scale and feel 
that a great many months must elapse 
before the weight of American arms 
can make itself felt in the fighting. 


Allow for Frightful Strain. 


"Today our principal preoccupation 


must be the prevention of that lassi- 
tude and discouragement which, as 
our enemies hope, will weaken our 
national defense by corroding the iron 
of our arms," was the way Compere 
Morel, one of the beads of the socialist 
party In the chamber of deputies, said 
In a conversation I had with him re- 
cently. "Authority must be used with 
greatest ease, justice must be unwav- 
ering. 
More than that, allowances

must be made for the duration of the 
frightful strain under which soldiers 
and folk at home alike are laboring. 
Discipline 
must 
be 
maintained, of 


course, but this is not the time for 
martinets. 


"Without indicating the moral state 


of our troops, it would be nevertheless 
vain to deny that those engaged in 
this appalling conflict are morally and 
physically tired. To pretend that we 
are as strong spiritually as we were at 
the time of the Marne Is absurd. Dis- 
aster is certain to follow a refusal to 
recognize the wear and tear upon the 
nerves of men, and women, too, bear- 
Ing tfie fearful burden of this war." 


Little of the tremendous pressure 


of the struggle upon individuals is vis- 
ible to the casual observer. One might 
travel through France from end to end 
and never get a glimpse of It. 
The 


soldiers one sees seem cheerful enough 
There is bustle and movement in the 
streets of the cities. Even in the slums 
the surface of things reveals no trag- 
edy. 
Listen to the talk of "poilus" 


among themselves, however, and sit 
alongside- a circle of gossiping house- 
wives of the poorer class, and one will 
soon detect the tautness of their nerves 
and the weariness pervading their 
thoughts. 


The newspapers are silent about all 


this; firstly, because of the censorship, 
and. 
secondly, because they necessar- 


ily are part of the conscious or uncon- 
scious propaganda for the maintenance 
of morale. When incidents occur they 
print only what they are told by the 
ollicial press bureau. A paragraph like 
this, for instance, means little to a 
reader not familiar with such mat- 
ters : 


"Last night at seven o'clock on the 


l.oulevard tie la Vallette a brawl start- 
ed, for trilling reasons, among five sol- 
diers. 
Some Kabvles emerging from 


a nearby fuctorj and passers-by were 
mixed up in the sniffle 
The police 


intervened to re-establish order. Sev- 
eral arrests vvei-e made." 


What realij occurred, though not a 


newspaper so much as hinted at It, 
was rather more serious. The soldiers 
who were on leave from the front, 
bad beard that (ho Kabyle.s. who are 
Arabs Imported to clean the streets, 
were to be used to repress disturb- 
ances among the civilian population. 
The\ bad been told so bj tbelr wives, 
one ol whom bad been ogled by a 
Kabvle. 
When the "poilus" attacked 


them the Kabjles naturally resisted, 
and a riot ensued in which a dozen 
persons were severely wounded. 


Tins affray 
was preceded by an 


even bloodier affair, in winch a num- 
ber of Annamltc soldiers v. ere attack- 
ed by a crowd of women and "permls- 
slonaires" and several were killed. An 
Annamite battalion was brought 
to 


Paris at a time when the strikes were 
at their height, and the rumor spread 
with miraculous swiftness all through 
the clt.v that the Auuamites had been 
summoned because the French garri- 
son would retuse to fire upon the 
crowd in the event of a riot. 


Depressing Rumors Flood City. 


That there was any truth in this 


may be doubted, but certainly the pres- 
ent e of the Mongol!.in troops at so 
stressful a period was unfortunate. Au- 
namites are anathema to all Parisians 
nowadays, smiplj as a result of the 
rumors and the reall.v furious fight that 
arose out of them 
Vet, beyond a for- 


mal communique no more communi- 
cative than that about the Kaliyles, 
there has been no mention of the mat- 
ter in print. 


Paris is flooded with rumors these 


days, as it has never been since the 
first weeks of the war. Most of them 
are depressing and doubtless a con- 
iderable percentage are deliberately 
Inspired by pacifists and pro-Germans, 
of whom there are a good many to be 
found in the Greek and Spanish colo- 
nies. Whether they are true is of lit- 
tle consequence; the important thing 
is they are believed to a large extent, 
even by persons well informed about 
the situation as a whole. 


One of the minor problems con- 


nected 
with 
the 
"permissionaires," 


who, 
released for the time being from 


hrect discipline, have a tendency to 
become unruly, is the evil that lies in 
wait for them at the railroad stations 
in Paris. 
Almost all of them pass 


through the capital on their way to 
and from the front, and at the sta- 
tions they are prejed upon not only 
by merchants of 
vice, but by 
the 


agents of anarchy and pro-Germans as 
well, who seek to inculcate peace-at- 
any-price ideas, and the desire to re- 
volt by spreading stories of the terri- 
ble conditions prevailing In the rear. 
The "poilus" learn In their own homes 
that most of these yarns are not true, 
but on the other hand they hear a mass 
of rumors which have almost the same 
effect upon weaker characters, and 
they believe them all the more really 
because they come from their own 
wives or relatives.

4,000 Bakers to Supply Needs— 


"Frills" Eliminated While on 


Active Service. 


Washington.—A bakery company at 


war strength in the United States array- 
is divisible luto four sections of three 
units each. The sections are lettered 
A, H, (', and D. and the units are num- 
bered from 1 to 12. 
In peace times 


there are nine units to a company, but 
for war service this is increased to 
12 units a company. One bakerj com- 
pan.v is designed to supply normally 
a force of the strength of a division; a 
section, an infantry brigade, and a 
unit, an 
Infantry regiment of 
wur 


strength. 


The organization anil equipment are 


such that each unit, section or com- 
pany is complete in itself, so that or- 
ders directing assembly may specify 
simply the number of bakery units, 
sections or companies required at a 
given destination and the authority 
to whom to report. 


The totul enlisted personnel of a 


bakery company is 61, of a section 
12 and a unit 4. Thus for 1.000,000 
fighting men about 4,000 bakers will 
be tequired, the Baker's Weekly states. 


Composition of a Bakery Company. 
There is one commissioned otticer In 


charge of a companj, bis title being 
assistant to the quartermaster; there 
is also a chief baker, with the title of 
quartermaster sergeant or sergeant, 
first class; four assistant chief bak- 
ers, 
one for each section, who are ser- 


geants of the quartermaster's corps; 
there are 12 bakers who have titles 
of sergeant or corporal, each one being 
in charge of a unit, and eight other 
bakers for assignment to duty with the 
company or with detached subdivi- 
sions, according to the necessities of 
the case; 32 assistant bakers, who nr* 
corporals or privates of the first cluss; 
two cooks for each company and two 
other cooks or general police make up 
the total enlisted strength of a bakery 
company. 


The commissioned officer in charge 


of a bakery company in the field is 
responsible for the operation of the 
bakery and the training and discipline 
of the personnel. lie is responsible 
and accountable for all the results 
also, and can consider his work well 
accomplished when the men are well 
supplied with good bread both in camp 
and on Me march. 


The chief baker has general super- 


vision of the bakery company and the 
field bakery. 
He keeps the company 


records, 
prepares 
bread-cost state- 


ments, and is general custodian of the 
supplies. 


The chief of each section Is respon- 


sible for the general efficiency, clean- 
liness, etc., of his section, and it Is 
up to him to see that the bread pro- 
duced Is of the proper standard. He 
inspects each run of bread after It 
is baked and before It Is put 
10 


storage. 


Each field bakery receives from th* 


quartermaster 
general 
a complete 


equipment, which includes, for ex- 
ample, 432 bake pans, 36 folding bread 
racks, 4 ranges, and such other minor 
articles as axes, brushes, buckets, cans, 
hatchets, fire hose, measures, paulins, 
scales, scoops, dough scrapers, etc. 


Field and Garrison Breads. 


Bread used In the army posts in peace 


time Is known as garrison bread. The 
term field bread is applied to a type 
of bread having a greater density, a 
thicker crust and a consequent higher 
capacltj for retaining moisture than 
garrison bread. Field bread is intend- 
ed for consumption by troops at a dis- 
tance from a field bakery. 
Garrison 


bread is used whenever the troops are 
not more than a day's journey from 
the bakery. 


Seven runs of garrison bread can be 


made in the army working day, insur- 
ing a production of 1,312 pounds of 
bread to the unit, or 18,144 pounds to 
the bakery company at war streugth. 


In making field bread, it is possible 


to have seven runs in 16 hours, which 
is an average day's work In the army 
field bakery. Seven runs will produce 
1,008 
pounds a unit each day, or 12,096 


pounds for an entire company at war 
strength. 


An army division in camp at Galves- 


tou, Tex., for two years, composed of 
approximately 12,000 men, drew on 
the average about 8,000 to 9,000 pounds 
of bread a day. 


The field oven in which the bread la 


baked is of the portable, knockdown 
variety. 
It will bake approximately 


3,500 pounds of Issue bread, or 2,000 
pounds of field bread a day if operated 
continuously. 


Mobilization of the 4,000 bakers 


who will be needed for an army of a 
million men will take,place gradually, 
being regulated according to the ne- 
cessities. Army bakers will be required 
to bake many other things besides 
bread. 
Rolls, cakes and sometimes 


other delicacies are provided for the 
men when it is possible to do so, 
though when the army becomes en- 
gaged in active field service the "frllli" 
are eliminated In favor of substantial 
food.

Tuesday a slight lire broke out in the 
house but this it 
thought, had been ex* 
tinguished, 
That night the family re­ 
tired as usual and about 3 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning were awakened by 
a sharp clap of thunder to find the entire 
second story in iiames. The fire consum* 
ed everything except the walls. 
Mr, 
McCleary may make an effort to restore 
the building.

Paris,—A few minutes before the 
special train bringing General Torshlng 
and his staff from Boulogne rolled In­ 
to the Gare du Nord tho other day a 
tralnload 
of 
“permlsslonalrcs”—sol­ 
diers on leave from the front—arrived 
at the same station. 
Tho “pollus,” 
leaning out of ihelr dusly third class 
coaches, 
caught 
sight 
of 
Marshal 
Joffre standing on the platform wait­ 
ing, with M. RIbot, the premier; M. 
Vivlanl, minister of justice, and other 
dignitaries, to welcome the American 
ronnuander In cliief to the capital, 
“Vive .Joffre!” shrli^ked a “pennls- 
sionalre,” and the cry was taken up 
all along the line of dense-packod 
cars, 
“It's he who spared our lives In 
useless attacks,” shouted a bronzed, 
bearded veteran, “we want Joffre back 
at the front 1” 
“Yes, yes,” yelled his companions, 
“We want Joffre, who doesn’t waste 
our lives! 
Give us Joffre!” 


The Problem of Morale. 
Fortunately the cry, which could 
not have failed to reach the ears of 
the prime minister as welPas the mar­ 
shal, died away In the excitement of 
General Pershing’s arrival. 
To those 
who had heard, however, and who are 
aware of the situation on the front and 
in the interior ;>f Franco today, Its sig­ 
nificance was not lost. To me it meant 
that after almost three years of in­ 
cessant 
slaughter, 
the “pollu” 
has 
learned to distinguish very clearly be­ 
tween leaders who sacrifice their men 
uselessly and those who, like the victor 
of the Marne, never make a move with­ 
out counting the possible cost In lives. 
It was, moreover, another bit of evi­ 
dence that there Is no more important 
problem among all those at present 
confronting 
belligerent 
governments 
than that of “morale.” Tin» spirits of 
tho men in the trenches, as well as of 
their wives, sisters, sweethearts, pa­ 
rents in the rear, must be kei)t up to 
the mark. 
Kvery day increases the 
strain upon soldiers and civilians In 
war-harassed 
nations. 
Tiglit-strung 
nerves are spanning apart everywhere 
in the cities and villages, far from 
the ring line, as much as in the zone 
of the armies. 
That is why the com­ 
ing of Pershing and his division Is of 
such Immeasurable value In tho never- 
ceasing propaganda going on over all 
France to maintain at the necessary 
level France’s determination to win 
the war. 
American oiTicers, who have sensed 
this insistence upon tho greatness of 
the aid to be provided by the Unltc>d 
States are a bit fearful that expecta­ 
tions difllcult of realization will be 
aroused among the French army and 
people. They know the obstacles that 
lie in the way of Immediate military 
co-operation on a grand scale and feel 
that a great many months must elapse 
before the weight of American arms 
can make itself felt in the fighting. 


Allow for Frightful Strain, 
“Today our prlnclj)al preoccupation 
must be the prevention of that lassi­ 
tude and discouragement whleh, as 
our enemies hope, will weaken our 
national defense by corroding the iron 
of our arms.” was the way Compere 
Morel, one of the heads of tin* socialist 
party In the chamber of deputies, said 
In a conversation I had witli him re­ 
cently. “Authority must be used with 
greatest ease, justice must be unwav­ 
ering. 
More than that, allowances

frightful strain under which soldiers 
and folk at homo alike are laboring. 
Discipline 
must 
bo 
maintained, of 
course, but this Is not the time for 
martinets. 
“Without indicating tho moral state 
of our troops, It would be nevortholess 
vain to deny that those engaged In 
this appalling contllct are morally and 
physically tired, 
To pretend that we 
are as strong spiritually as we were at 
the time of the Marne Is absurd. Dis­ 
aster Is certain to follow a refusal to 
recognize the wear and tear upon the 
nerves of men. and wo u u m), too. bear­ 
ing the fearful burden of this war.” 
Little of the tremendous pressure 
of the struggle upon Individuals Is vis­ 
ible to the casual observer. One might 
travel through France frotn end to end 
and never get a glimpse of It, 
The 
soldiers one sees seem cheerful enough. 
There Is bustle and movement In the 
streets of the cities. Even In the slums 
the surface of things reveals no trag­ 
edy, 
Listen to the talk of “poilus” 
among themselves, however, and sit 
alongside a circle of gossiping house 
wives of the poorer class, aiul one will 
soon detect the taut ness of their nerves 
and the weariness pervading their 
thoughts. 
The newspapers are silent about all 
this; firstly, because of the censorship, 
and, secondly, because they necessar­ 
ily are part of the conscious or uncon­ 
scious propaganda for the maintenance 
of morale. When Incidents oc(»ur they 
print only what they are told by the 
ofiicial press bureau. A paragraph like 
this, for Instance, means little to a 
render not familiar witli such mat­ 
ters : 
“Last night at seven o’clock on the 
Boulevard de la Vallette a brawl start­ 
ed. for trilling reasons, among five sol­ 
diers. 
Some Kabyles emerging from 
a nearby ftictory and passei'sby were 
mixed up in tl)e sruille. 
The police 
intervened to re-establish order. 
Sev­ 
eral tirrests were made.” 
Wimt really occurred, though not a 
newspaper so much as hinted at it. 
was rather more serious. The soldiers 
who were (Ui leave from the front, 
had heard that the Kabyles. who are 
Arabs Imported to clean the streets, 
were to be used to repress disturb­ 
ances among the civilian population. 
They had been told so by their wives, 
one of whom had bt»en ogled by a 
Kabyle. 
Wlien the “pollus” attacked 
tliem the Kabyles naturally resisted, 
and a rlut ensued in which a dozen 
persons were severely wounded. 
Tills affray was preceded by an 
even bloodier affair, in which a num­ 
ber of Annamlte soldiers were attack­ 
ed by a crowd of women and “permls- 
sionalres** and several were killed. An 
Annamlte battalion was brought 
to 
Paris at a time wiien the strikes were 
at tlieir height, and the rumor spread 
with miraculous swiftness all through 
the city that the Annamites had been 
summoned because the French garri­ 
son would refuse to fire upcm the 
crowd in tin* <»vent i>f a riot. 
Depressing Rumors Flood City. 
That there was any truth in this 
may be dtuibted. but certainly tin» pres­ 
ence of the Mongolian troops at so 
stressful a period was unfortunate. An- 
naniites tire anatht*nui to all Parisians 
nowadays, simply as a result of the 
rumors and tin» really furious fight that 
arose out of them. Yet, beyond a for­ 
mal Ci)nnnuni(iue no more Cí>mmunl- 
catlve than that abijut the Kabyles, 
there has been no mention of the mat­ 
ter In print, 
Paris is ílí)oded with rumors these 
days, as it has never been since the 
first weeks of the war. Most of them 
are dei>ressing and doubtless a con­ 
siderable percentage are deliberately 
inspired by pacifists and pro-Gernnins, 
of wiiom there are a good many to be 
found in the Greek and Si)anlsh colo­ 
nies, 
Whether they are true Is of lit­ 
tle conseiiuence; the important thing 
is they are believed to a large extent, 
even by persons well informed about 
the situation as a whole. 
One of the minor problems con­ 
nected 
with 
the 
“perinlssionalres,” 
who, released for the time being from 
direct discipline, have a tendency to 
become unruly. Is the evil timt lies In 
wait for them at the railroad stations 
in Paris. 
Almost all of tiiem pass 
tlirough the capital on their way to 
and from the front, and at the sta­ 
tions thuy are preyed upon not only 
by merchants of 
vice, but 
by 
the 
agents of anarchy and pro-Germans as 
well, who seek to Inculcate X)eace-at- 
any-prlce Ideas, and the desire to re­ 
volt by spreading stories of the terri­ 
ble conditions prevailing In the rear. 
The “pollus” learn in tlieir own homes 
that most of these yarns are not true, 
but on the other hand they hear a mass 
of rumors which have almost the same 
effect upon weaker characters, and 
they believe them all the more really 
because they come from their own 
wives or relatives.

ers, one for each section, who are s»‘r- 
geaiUs of the quartermaster’s corps;

Field and Garrison Breads. 
Bread used In the army posts In peace 
time Is known as garrison bread. Tho 
term field bread Is applied to a typo 
of bread having a greater density, a 
thicker crust and a consequent higher 
capacity for retaining moisture than 
garrison bread. Field bread is intend­ 
ed for consumption by troops at a dt8- 
tance from a field bakery. 
Garris.*u 
bread Is used whenever the troops are 
not more than a day’s Journey frc iu 
the bakery. 
Seven runs of garrison bread can 
made In the army working day, insur­ 
ing a production of 1,512 ixiunds 
»f 
bread to the unit, or iy,144 pounds 
the bakery compnny at war strengi i. 
In making field bread, it is possll •* 
to have seven runs in 10 hours, whl h 
is an average day’s work In the am.y 
field bakery. 
Seven runs will produ^ 
1,ÜÜS pounds a unit eacli day, or 12.U.hí 
Ijounds for an entire company at Wur 
strength. 
An army division in camp at Galves­ 
ton. Tex., for two years, composed ot 
approximately 12,UO0 men. drew on 
the average about 8,000 to 9,000 pound?i 
of bread a day. 
The field oven In which the bread is 
baked is of the portable, knockdo\\n 
variety. 
It will bake approximately 
3,500 pounds of issue bread, or 2.0'*0 
pounds of field bread a day if operatkd 
continuously. 
Mobilization of 
the 4,000 bakers 
who will be needed for an army of a 
million ^nen will take.place gradual! >. 
being regulated according to the ne 
cessitles. Army bakers will be required 
to bake many other things besides 
bread. 
Rolls, cakei> and soinetim. o 
other delicacies are provided for the 
men when Jt Is posi>lble to do So, 
though when the army becomes en­ 
gaged in active field service the “frlllsi * 
are eliminated in favor of substantial 
food.
